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PRESIDENT MINTON’S REPLY. 

TELLS GOVERNOR UTTER THERE IS NO ALLI. 
ANCE WITH BETTING RING, 

Sayi Providence Track Will Be Closed Bather Than 
Recognize the Bookmakers — Expresses Desire 
for Favorable Legialation. 



New York, January 22. — Governor Utter of Rhode 
Island Is out with a statement that be will not 
Iiermit bookmaking or poolselling at the Providence 
track this year; that he allowed the practice to go 
on last season because he was not wholly familiar 
with the nature of s|>eculation on horse races. In 
response Maurice M. Minton, president of the Narra- 
gaiisett Breeders’ Association, made reply Saturday 
to the Governor which goes ou to say that the Gov- 
ernor’s action Is perfectly fair and commendable. If 
the law has been really violated in the past. Min- 
ton also states that the association did not permit 
hookmaking or poolselling last year, but simply 
"provided an opportunity to see fields of thorough- 
breds, well matched, cleverly ridden, under the most 
exacting rules, in fine contests of speed and en- 
durance, tbe like of which bad neyer before been 
witnessed In New England.” Furthermore, Minton 
declares that If some of those who witnessed these 
contests made a practicte of “backing their opin- 
ions” with wagers, it was equally true that as many 
moro did not. After attempting to show tbe bene- 
fits resulting from tbe Provldenc*e meeting, Minton 
concludes his statement with a desire for legisla- 
tion favorable to racing, but declares that before 
the Narragansett Association enters into any alll- 
aoce with tbe bexekmaking element It will close np 
the track. In other words, tbe track assumes tbe 
same position as those operating under tbe Jockey 
Clnlc in this state — cx>mplete Independence and no 
relations, direct or Indirect, with tbe betting ring, 
where wagers are made on the result of a rac*e be- 
tween individuals. 

FLIB IS A STURDY, RUGGED HORSE. 

New York, January 22. — In a large paddock near 
the head of tbe Futurity chute at Sheepshead Bay 
Flis, tbe horse brought from Russia and entered for 
tbe spring handicaps, may be seen every day gal- 
loping and cantering about. While tbe Russian 
record of Fils Is somewhat of a mystery, beyond 
the fact that he was a winner there, he Impresses 
one as possessing the qualities of s gexed racehorse. 
He stands sixteen bands high, and no fault may be 
found with hfs conformation. 

That be is a rugged borse and one that should 
stand campaigning was demonstrated by tbe trouble 
encountered when he was shipped out of Russia. 
He was shipped from Moscow during the time of 
the railroad strike, but was sidetracked four days 
at Warsaw. He was then sent in charge of guards 
to Hamburg, the whole trip from Moscow to New 
York taking nineteen days. But Fils never missed 
a meal and showed no ill effects of bis long and 
hazardous Journey on his arrival In New Y'ork. 
Frank Frisbie counts bis experiences 1 in shipping 
Flis from Russia as the most excittog and disa- 
greeable of his career. Tliey will be speedily for- 
gotten. however. If Flis only makes good when sent 
to the races here.
